ence as a peace-maker at Geneva. 
‘The Government's recent decision 
to strengthen the national defences 
has been followed by two definite 
British achievements in the cause 
fof peace and the consequent re- 
covery by the League of some of 
Its lost prestige. If Soviet Russia's 
recent admission is merely a 
device to buttress her within the 
League, against Japan and Ger- 
many without, so the suggestion 
that the League should take to ite 
self the sanction of arms—beyond 
the carefully hedged about provi- 
slons of the Covenant—is destruc 
tive of the League’s fundamental 
position as an instrument of peace. 
‘The important debate in the 
‘House of Commons last month on 
national defence showed a re- 
markable unanimity for the pre~ 
servation of the collective system 
‘of peace-construction. It made the 
League the keystone of that 
labour. The League of Nations 
Union in helping to disseminate 
that view can, therefore, avoid 
party polemics. ' It should, for ex- 
ample, give no countenance to 
gratultous interference with the 
internal affairs of other countries 
accompanied by clamour for Great 
Britain's own disarmament in 
bland disregard of the perils of 
incurring hatred abroad. ‘The 
League Itself ts still feeling its 
‘way. On iriception, even, it had to 
depart from the ambitious proyeets 
of its early progenitors. In Sep- 
tember, 1919, President Wilson ex- 
pressed the view that the Coven- 
‘ant could be signed only by self- 
governing nations: 
“No autocratic government can 
come into its membership, no gov 
ernment which 1g not controlied by 
the will and vote of its people.” 
No such test of membership was 
‘ever applied. Obviously, it could 
not have been. Later experience 
showed that the sanctions provided 
in the Covenant could not in 
practice be put into foree under 
the prevailing conditions. Whe- 
ther, when the League has as- 
sumed a more clearly defined basis 
‘of authority, this disability will be 
removed remains to be seen. The 
constitution is more likely to be 
changed than encouragement given 
to the League's functioning as an 
instrument of aggression. ‘The 
League can still be the lifeline of 
civilization. Mr. G. M. Gathorne- 
Hardy has well put the present 
world-position thus: * 
“The peoples of the world seem at 
times to resemble a crowd in a 
‘small room, in the centre of which 
one or two lunatics are playing 
with a bomb. Each one finds ex. 
cuses " for’ non-interference, and 
makes futile efforts to keep as far 
away as possible. Meanwhile the 
pin, slowly but surely, is being 
Toosened from the bom! 
‘The problem is to preserve the 
method of collective action without 
imitating the, lunatics. By patient 
disarming of national mistrust and 
suspicion through the facilities af- 
forded in the Covenant is the best 
hope of success.

[Animals cannot be called upon to| 
‘deal with that species of cruelty 
which demands that boys and 
girls should not be allowed to go 
‘on their Christmas Holidays until 
they have been publicly admonish- 
ed. The procedure is simple in its 
barbarity. The luckless children 
fare collected in a huge hall, under 
the pretext that some of their 
number are to be given the re- 
wards of: often misplaced virtue. 
To make the ordeal as severe as 
possible, parents are almost 
cajoled to appear as witnesses. 
Then some chosen visitor is given 
‘the opportunity to afflict the help- 
less, youthful ‘victims with an ex- 
position of his or her philosophy. 
|Shanghai, no doubt, being what it| 
is, sees that the traditional torture 
is\ applied humanely. Shanghai 
Jendeavours to avoid rubbing salt 
into the wounds of the tortured. 
So the platforms of “speech days” 
this week have obviously been 
adorned by speakers who would 
not hurt a fly and, therefore, have 
been the most amiable thumb- 
serewers ever to put the finishing 
[touch to a term well-ended. That 
does not. excuse a practice which 
hhas its roots in the inhumanity of 
‘man to man, in the callous indif- 
ference of Adults to the sufferings 
of the Most Important People. Let 
it. be hastily added that the 
[scholastic profession, which has| 
its gentler moments, would be only 
too willing to see’ “speech-days” 
relegated to the suitable limbo of 
the obsolete. It is not easy to 
break an iron tradition. Shanghai 
might lead the way by carrying it 
toa more logical conclusion and 
then to extinction by the action of 
‘sublime ridicule. 


Why should the Most Important 
People alone be made to pay for 
their holidays by listening to ex- 
hortation? Why should not Adults 
be similarly sped on thelr way? 
From to-day onwards—except in 
newspaper offices where no work 
is ever done—a large number of 
‘Shanghailanders of full age wiil be 
Jon holiday—de facto or de jure, 
Jas Geneva would say—until the 
[consequences of saying welcome to| 
1935 have spent themselves. Now, 
surely, it would be fitting to collect 
these potential holiday-makers for 
a speech-day and have them 
jaddressed en masse by a specially 
selected mentor. Such an adven~ 
‘ture would give them a wonderful 
introduction to the forthcoming 
festivities. They could cavort 
under the mistletoe with the 
maxims of the mentor murmuring 
music in thetr ears. They could 
sing about the Herald Angels 
with even greater fervour after 
having learnt how much was ex- 
pected of them in the future. And, 
as the burden of every speech-day 
address is “Be Good and You Will 
Be Happy”, they will be well- 
equipped for having a thoroughly 
‘Merry Christmas, despite the de- 
pression. Nor will they be dis- 
posed to quibble like the ag- 
Jarieved scion of noble birth who, 
fadjured by his father to “have a 
}good time, my boy, but always be- 
Ihave like ‘a gentleman”, plaintive 
ty asked how on earth he could 
jeombine the two feats. The idea 
is certainly worth trying. If there 
is not sufficient time to take it up 
officially and thoroughly for the 
present season, perhaps a few 
tentative words of exhortation to 
figures in the public eye will be 
‘appreciated. ‘They will at east 
show the Most Important People 
that some compensatory influences 
with reasonable ideas on justice 
fare getting to work. 

Tt would be helpful if these 
pieces of advice, words of wisdom, 
‘aphorisms of age, whatever they 
‘be labelled, were clearly admeni- 
tory. They should point to per- 
fection and encourage an early ap- 
proach to that blissful state. 
‘Shanghai is not in much of a 
holiday mood. It expects that 
those who can take holidays should 
ponder over ways and means of 
improving their contribution to 
Shanghai's welfare on their return. 
Why should Shanghai not have 
reasonably clean streets, _pave~ 
ments free from the irrelevant, 
jand air of ozone instead of thick 
‘black smoke? Why should Shang~ 
fhai be so vexed about the financial 
jerisis? Cannot the bankers, the 
[brokers and the borrowers put 











Boys and girls are not animals 
in the technical sense, however, 


their heads together in approved

Jerete road to stability? Why 
Jshould the importunity of beggars| 
Jot all descriptions intimidate the| 
Jgenerosity of Shanghai? The safe 
‘transport of these pests to a suit- 
able spot in no-man’s land might 
be an early New Year job for the 
Riot Van. So, too, might some 
benefactor eliminate the inter- 
rupters of Shanghai's craning lis- 
tening sets. There is the traffic 
problem. . . but of that it may be 
invidious to speak just now. It 
should be made perfectly clear 
that the gift of a holiday is in 
tended to evoke reciprocal benefit 
by dint of some stroke struck for 
‘a braver Shanghai. Not that any~ 
fone is so cruel as to suggest that 
the wan wraith of the public dis- 
Jcontent should be made to inter- 
fere with Christmas digestions or 
‘Boxing Day putts. The notion is 
‘that holiday-makers will go- about 
their pleasant occasions in happier 
and freer vein if they know exact~ 
ly where their labours on re- 
sumption can be directed to the 
best. purpose. And, if by some 
freak of fate or ‘fortune, they 
should be able to import perfec~ 
tion into Shanghai, it is safe to 
assert that no-one will make grati~ 
‘tude an overwhelming burden for 
‘their acceptance. Shanghai is not 
ike that: nor is perfection either. 
So the regular routine of the 
speech-day need not be abandoned. 





FIELD DAYS OF OLD 
Dec. 24. 


‘The field day so successfully ar- 
jranged for the Shanghai Volunteer 
‘Corps last Sunday week has set 
the tongues of old-timers wagging. 
Some of them declare, witn a 
veteran’s legitimate pose of infalli- 
bility, that recruitment is always 
best served by such affairs. “Show 
the flag” they say in effect “and 
the recruit will show himself auto- 
matically". ‘They also recall the 
frequency with which the Corps 
Jappeared fully on parade, either 
for route marches, inspections or 
field days. Nor is it forgotten that, 
in the “good old days,” the com- 
‘mander, who desired to bring his, 
unit up to and over strength, was, 
inclined to bank on a full ' pro- 
gramme of work. Those who were 
not prepared to fulfll his require- 
‘ments were gently allowed to find 
‘their own level in units of less, 
exacting ambitions. Times change: 
the face ot Shanghal has been 
lifted” out of recognition. The 
[Great War has come and gone and 
‘Shanghal itself has had experience 
Jot “emergencies” which have. 
thrown a new light on the prob- 
lem of the Settlement’s defence. 
Yet it may be instructive to dive 
into the old records and discover 
how the old-timers went about 
their business as “Saturday night 
soldiers". One thing is clear. the 
expansion of the area known as 
/Shanghai would make it difficult 
to indulge in some of the apparent- 
ly favourite exercises of those 
days. Thus, the files of this 
Journal show that, nearly twenty 
years ago, a furious engagement 
was fought on the “Tunsin Line”. 
‘This involved operations in rural 
terrain. To-day any such attempt 
‘would be strictly urban. Nor does 

seem probable that artillery’ 
‘could be posted in Edinburgh Road 
‘with convenience under prescnt~ 
day conditions. Modern topogra- 
phical knowledge might also 
Jdeprecate a mock hand-to-hand. 
fight “over open country” just 
beyond Edinburgh Road. 

‘The present has this in common 
‘with the past: the imaginary enemy 
in both eras is some nondescript 
rebel force reported to be advanc- 
ing on Shanghai with evil intent. 
Otherwise it would be difficult 
nowadays to reproduce the thrills 
of the past. It is also possible that 
the exigencies of finance prevent!

Mr. Montagu 
Norman has been pictured as the 
‘master-mind dominating the whole of 
the financial life of Great Britain and 
1s being responsible for the inability 
lof British etatesmen to arrive at some 
tour de force for dodging the im:

Socialists on their side have suggest-

{rol ‘of Mr. Norman and his bank, 
jsomething really would be done to 
put capitalism in its place, Beside 
this fantasy Mr. Chamberlain's obser= 
tions may sound drab and uninspit- 
ng. “Yet it may be surmised that the 
close touch maintained by the Treasury 
jwith the Bank is by no means in- 
consistent with due regard for the 
jcountry's best interests. Nothing 
‘could be worse than for banking to 
‘be brought directly into the political 
jarena, Economies may not be an 
exact sclence but it would be pos- 
itively disastrous to associate It in an 
lunbreakable yoke with so empirical 
ja science as that of polities.

‘opium business. If no opium itself 
then pipes, lamps, glasses, cups 
needles, trays or other parphernall 
And the offer of a smoke to quests s 
‘as universal as the offer of a cup of 
tea, Beyond question the emblema- 
te flower of Kweichow is the poppy. 

Foodstuffs are cheaper this year 
than for a Tong time. Corn was a 
ood crop, rice better, and beans 
‘way above all recent records. ‘This 
vicinity can show a wonderful 
variety of grains and seeds, 1 have 
nowhere else scen such a variety as 
appears on our market place on a 
brisk market day. Beans especially 
are abundant and various. Tt must 
be admitted our rice ts not up to 
the mark in quality, but it does not 
lack in nutritive vaiue. One thing 
we do lack is the vegetable olls 
which are to much used. Not near 
ly enough of any kind to supply dé 
‘mand, so the price is higher than It 
should be. ‘There is no reason for 
tis except just opium. People wont 
bother planting trees which require 
Jsome years for producing when they 
can plant poppy in October and sell 
opium in May. 

~ Bad for Trade 

In comparison with foodstuffs im- 
ports are high priced this year. This 
can not be wondered at when ex- 
change is so. dislocated that people 
willingly pay between 25 per cent, 
and 50 per cent. commission for 
transmitting money out of the pro- 
vince. And if opium be suppress 
ed I do not seo how trade will be 
‘carried on at all. Something must 
0 out to pay for the goods brought 
in; and there is not much besides 
‘opium that can be transported over 
‘these long land ways at a profit,

With Last Year

Notwithstanding the constant cry 
that trade is in the most depressed| 
condition and the meetings of the 
Commercial Societies at which re- 
solutions were passed to request the 
government to reduce taxes on ex- 
ports and persuade the railways to 
Feduce their frelghts, there are other 
‘signs ‘which point to trade not belng| 
really so bad as the merchants try 
to make out, 

‘Taking exports, for instance, the| 
Chinese. Eastern Railway loaded 
over 15000 cars during the month 
of October against 12,000 for the 
Same period last year and of these 
cars a goodly part were for the 
export market. 

‘During the past week over one] 
‘million poods of beans have changed 
hands, this resulting in a sharp rise 
In soya beans seven to nine fen per 
ood, the price reaching 80 fen, and 
In consequence of this rise in beans, 
prices for beancakes and bean oil 
‘pave also risen In proportion. There 

‘many who say that ‘his is purely] 
speculation, and that there is no 
chance of improvement, but the fact 
Femains that the business has been 
done, whether speculative or other- 
wise, Wheat has also had a sharp] 
Tise ‘owing toa duty” having been 
clapped onto imports of wheat and 
wheat flour, and as the crop of 
wheat was ‘not so very great this| 
Season, the prices for’ this cereal 
are likekly to be maintained. 


Growing Opium 

‘The fact that poppy seed is per-| 
mitted to be grown in certain 
districts gives the peasants the pos- 
sibility of openly sowing this seea 
which gives them a fairly good 
profit, much more so than any of the 
ordinary cereals grown by him. 

‘The only export article which is 
really dull and it might be sais, 
‘almost dead, is that of furs for whlch 
there is no demand at all, the ex- 
porters losing heavily though having 
fo warehouse their stocks to walt 
for better days. 

‘There is a scarcity of firewood, 
this making the price high, but 35 
the winter has so far been very 
mild, the demand has not been so 
areat as last year, otherwise prices 
would go much higher. ‘They now 
stand at about 80 kuobl per cuble 
fathom against about 60 a couple of 
years ago, and this even though 
Goals are much more used. 


British Woollens Sold 

Imports are larger than last year 
at this time, but naturally the 
principal Imports are from Japan, 
this country being the nearest to 
Manchoukuo. At the same time, 
though, foreign goods have had some 
demand lately, probably owing to 
the typhoon having done _ much 
damage at Osaka, and principatly for 
koods of high quality. 

‘Thus British commercial travellers| 
who have been here lately in the 
‘woollen textile trade, report that 
they have told more goods this year 
than for any year during the past 
51%, while some medical goods have 
been in demand owing to the high 
pele for German, 

‘Taking the local retail market, 
there is not a single shop to let in

Since its inauguration in Septem~ 
ber last, the Nanchang Office of the 
‘National Economic Commission head- 
fed by Mr. Hsiao Shun-ching has 
‘been laboriously working on plans 
for rural rehabilitation. 

‘As cotton spinning and ‘ctoth 
weaving are important branches of 
domestic industry directly and in 
directly involving the livelihood of 
no less than one and a half million 
peopie, Mr. Hsiso has given this 
problem a special consideration.

‘A Porcelain Control Bureau has 
jiust been organized at Kingtehchen, 
the well-known porcelain, centrs of 
Klangsi, to devise means for restor~ 
ing the poreelain industry in which

The Tibetans’ Protective Deities: The Zhee-Da Versus 
the Yee-Dam: The Part Flying Horses Play.

Yesterday morning, _ Drendong 
Dabun, my Tibetan teacher, falled to 
ut jn an appearance, and 1’ wondered, 
why. However, he turned up in the

When it rains or snows 
‘or thunders or blows big guns oF 
turns cold suddenly or the erope are. 
bad or the cattle die, this old fellow. 
perhaps entirely innocent, js made of 
held responsible for all that has hay 
pened. However, as he holds sway 
over a given district, and can work 
hhavoe when he likes, he simply must 
be appeased, and that speedily, 
Otherwise! 

The Yee-dam is quite a different 
fellow and apparently only waiting to 
help when called upon. Like poly- 
androus marriages, ‘his duration. of 
‘ofice very largely depends on aftec- 
tion. ‘The services of the Yee-dam 
may be engaged for a month or a 
year or a life, The Tibetan selects 
some particular one with whom he. 
believes he has some affinity and re- 
ards him as his guide and protector 
and deliverer from the evil machin: 
Hons of the ever present surrounding, 
Zhee-t

According to Drendong the idea 
behind the prayer flag and the “wind- 
horse” almost baffles description or 
lucitation and embraces seme of the 
deepest mysteries in jana 
philosophy. “After we had read again 
the story of the Philippian jailer this 
learned Tibetan proceeded to en- 
lighten mé on some of the mysteries 
of the “wind-horse’ 


‘The paper prayer fags have a 
crude drawing of a horse in the 
centre, and around it are the mystic 
charms supposed to do the work of| 
warding off evil and bringing good 
luck. Above the “wind-horse” is the 
mystic charm “om-manf-pad-me-hum” 
‘supposed to be a prayer to Jen-reh- 
200, the patron saint of Tibet, and the 
vieegerent of Amitabba. Jen-reh-zee| 
is the most popular emanation in the 
Land of the Lamas, being reincarn- 
ated in every Dalai Lama, and being 
with “Jam-beh-yang and Cha-né 
dor-je the three protecting lords of 
‘Tibet. Jen-reh-zee is regarded by the 
‘Tibetans as having been doubly evol- 
ved on earth: first appearing from a 
ray of white light which issued forth 
from the eye of “o-ba-meh” and, 
secondly, being born as a youth of 
sixteen. from out of a lotus bud, 
under the “eye of his untading gaze.” 
To him the Tibetans address their 
prayers and offer their chants and 






































very, popular , 


from him they expect deliverance 
from the fatal wheel, the orb of 





transmigration. 

And if the persistent repetition of 
“omema-ni-pad-me-hum” will get the 
woolly nomad out of “this” into 


“that” then he is quite prepared to 
repeat this charm till the end of time 
and thus bring from Jen-reh-zee the 
salvation he is waiting to give. The 
dea behind this mystic phrase is 
something like this: when the Tibetan, 
repeats It he believes it will act as 
a charm with Jen-reh-zee and bring 
to pass the lama's desire, namely, thet 
when he has finished with this life, 
he will find himself in the next, in 
@ place where sorrow and trouble 
never come. So, “om” conveys. the 
desire that he will not be born as a 
Bod, as gods’ are subject to deat 
“ma” that he will not be born @ war- 
lord, as in this realm big guns is the 
perpectual topic of discussion; “ni” 
that he may not be born as a man, 

‘this condition he might stay: 
“pad” that he might not be 
nas A creeping, crawling thing; 
‘me” that he may not be born to 
suffer the torments of hunger and 
thirst, 

In this region the condemned spir- 
‘tual beings have tremendous bodies 
with very tiny necks, down which it 
g Impossible to get food. “Hum” 
that they may not be born in hel 
and the lama’s hell is no children's 
play ground. He indulges in. such 
things as “preliminary hells” which 
Ue somehow adjacent to the “greater 
hells” and round about the eight hot 
and eight cold hells are such nasty 
things as “the forest of razors” and 
the “wood of sword” and the “iron- 
bristle trees.” To be born into such 
a place would be very awkward 
Indeed, and s0 Drendong had printed 
‘on his paper flags and his prayer flags 
the mystie charm “Om-na-ni-pad- 
‘me-hum," each syllable of which is, 
[pregnant with some terrible meaning. 


Curiouser and Curlouser 


Below the wind-horse was another 
charm phrase, “Ba-za-gu-ru” which 
[is merely the name of Ur-jen-beh- 
ma, the founder of Lamaism. The 
lama's Bible comprises 108 volumes 
and demands several yak to trans- 
port, so (0 beneft every creeping, 
‘crawling, walking thing, Ba-2a epitom:

| FINE NEW BUILDING 
FOR NANKING 


Ministry of Communications 
Completes Offices 


Largest of the modern structures 
built in Nanking to house the vari~ 
Jous departments of the Central 
Government, the new Ministry of 
‘Communications building has just 
‘been completed after being four and 
a balf years in construction, 

Of the many fine buildings in the 
ety, this is the largest and most 
magnificent. Occuping fifty mow 
of land, with roughly 300 rooms, it is 
estimated that the cost of construc- 
tion was over $2,000,000. It was 
started in 1991 under the former 
Minister of Communications, Mr. 
jWang Peiechung, who placed the 
work in the hands of a Russian 
‘architect and the Shanghai contrac- 
ors, Messrs. Hsing-Feng & Co, 
Work proceeded in spurts, the floods 
of 1991 and the Mukden’ Affair, of 
September 18 of the same year, in- 
terrupting progress for some time. 
Under the present Minister, Dr. 
Chua Chia-hua, however, it has been. 
‘brought to completion. 


‘The structure is divided into three 
sections, the main building which 
[houses ‘the Ministry, the left wing 
‘accommodating the Central Post 
Mice, and the right wing for the 
Engincering Department, ‘There are 
four storeys. On the ground foor 
fs the General Department. ‘The 
first floor houses the offices of the 
Minister and Vice-Minister, the 
‘auditorium and the dining ' room. 
‘The Postal and Navigation Depari- 
‘ments are on the second floor while 
the third floor is for the library and 
Chief Accountant's offices. 
‘The Ministry of Communications 
has already started to remove trom 
their old quarters to the new build~ 
ing, whic is situated in Chung Shan 
Road, opposite the Ministry of

VETERAN FOREIGNER 
LEAVING CANTON 


Mr. C. E. Watson Retiring 
from Shameen Council 


Canton, Dee. 19. 
Canton shortly will lose one of its 
‘most popular British residents in the 
person’ of Mr. Charles E, Watson, 
Director of Public Works ana Scere 
tary to the Shameen Municipal 
Council, who is leaving after more 
than a quarter of a century's resi- 
dence here, 

Tt was in October, 1908, that Mr. 
Watson came to Canton to take up 
‘the Dost of works manager of the 
locomotive department of the 
Canton-Kowloon Railway (Chinese. 
section), whilst the line was under 
construction, after having served 
threo years with the Shanghal- 
Nanking Railway. He superintended 
the erection of the main work-shops, 
Jocomotives and other rolling stock 
for the line. In 1911, Mr, Watson, 
taking oficiais and guests, drove the 
rst through train ‘from’ Canton to 
‘Shumehun for the official opening of 
the allway, whilst the late Col, 
Wrigley drove @ similar train. with 
the Governor of Hongkong (Sir 
Frederick Lugard) and other guests 
trom Kowloon to Shumchun for the 
ceremony. 

An 1914, Mr, Watson was appointed 
chiet mechanical engineer of the 
railway, During his service with the 
‘Chinese Government Railways, be 
was a member- of the - Special 
Committee on vailway  ‘Technles 
which met at Pekize and Nanking 
for the purpose of standardizing 
‘materials and stock for all Chinese 
railways. Tn August, 1918, ho was 
decorated by the Ministry ‘with the 
Board of Communications Medal of 
‘Merit, 1st Class, in recognition of his 
Services to the Government Rolle 
‘ways. He was elected a member of 
the Institution of ‘Mechanical En~ 
ineers, London, and a member of the 
Institution of Locomotive En= 
Bineers, London, in January, 1019, 
and for a number of years he has 
been a non-resident Fellow of the 
Royal Empire Society (formerly the 
Royal Colonial Institute), 

On leaving the Canton-Kowloon 
Railway, in September, 1920, after 15

| ernment Railways, Mr, Watson joined 
‘the firm of B. Christiansen & Co, 
Shameen, as manager of th 
Gineering department.

Announcement of Changes

‘The Fourth US. Marines have 
recently reorganized the personnel in 
‘Shanghai to meet conditions existing 
at_present. 

‘The same Commanding Officer, 
Colonel John C. Beaumont, retains 
command of the Regiment. Lieuten~ 
ant.Colonel Selden B. Kennedy con- 
{inues as Batfalton Commander of 
the First Battalion, and Lieutenant 
Colonel John S. Sebree ‘will take 
‘over the Second Battalion trom 
Lieutenant Colonel Julian P. Willcox, 
‘who is shortly leaving for the United 
States. Colonel Sebree arrived from 
the States on Monday (Dec. 17). 

‘No radical changes are being 
made in the organization of the 
Fegiment, The Third Battalion billet 
at the comer of Foch and Moulmein 
Roads is being given up for reasons 
of economy, _but fortunately the 
other billets’ will be able to com- 
fortably house the entire unit. This 
Information comes as an aftermath 
to a flood of rumours as to what is 
going on in the local Marine Regi- 
ment and is clearly a normal re- 
adjustment. 

Tt Js expected the Marines will be 
seen in the field of sports as active 
‘as ever as well as going about their 
normal duties. Regimental activities 
will proceed as they have in the 
past ‘with the headquarters on 
Haiphong Road.

LEADERS OF THOUGHT 
IN CHINA 


Christian Literature Society 
and Its Work 


‘The Christin Literature Society 
for China was founded some 47 
years ago when missionaries and 
‘merchants allke had come to see 
clearly that the prevailing opposi- 
tlon of the Chinese to all things 
foreign was due to dense ignorance 
of the outside world. Dr. Alexanc- 
er Williamson, a missionary of the 
Church of Scotland, formed 
soclety which had as its name “The 
Society for the Diffusion of 
Christian Knowledge among the 
Chinese.” Ht was not, however, 
purely missionary enterprise, as two 
thirds of the original Board’ of Dir- 
ectors were leading business men in 





Shanghai, who were in symothy 
with the movement to _ diffuse 
knowledge based on Christian 


principles. The first president was 
the late Sir Robert Hart who held 
the office until his death in 1011. 

Shortly after the formation of the 
society its founder passed away, and 
the work might have ceased altoge- 
ther had it not been for the hetn 
of Mr. (Inter Sir Charles) Addis and 
Dr. Muirhead of the LMS. who 
acted as secretaries. ‘The productinn 
Of literature was mainly in'the hands. 
of Dr. Young J. Allen and Dr. Ernst 
Faber, and the books they issued had 
a far reaching influence on the 
educated classes of China. Perhaps, 
‘the most influential medium at that 
time was the “Review of the World” 
edited by Dr. Allen. This paper was 
eagerly read by tho officials and the 
Uterati and was one of the means 
by ‘which the reigning | Emperor 
Kuang Hew was persuaded to adopt 
the suggestions of Kang Yu-wel and 
Liang Chi-chao. This action unfor- 
tunately resulted in his deposition 
when the bigotted and truculent Em- 
press Dowager seized the reins of 
government. 

‘The advent of Dr. Timothy Richard 
began a new era in the history of 
the society. Dr. Richard was keenly 
Alive to the necessity of reform in 
phases of Chinese Iife, but ne 
was also known to many’ of the 
eading officials through his various 
activities in famine relict and other 
‘Getpful ministries. He enlarged the 
basis of society's operations, and 
secured the sympthy and financial 
‘support of such leading and enligh: 
ened oficials as Chang Chih-tuns 
the vieeroy. ‘The leaders of reform 
in various part of the country 
eagerly read the books - published 
and the Christian Literature Society 
established for itself a name amongst 
fll classes of the reading communlty. 

Basis of Present Policy 

‘The present educational policy of 
the Chinese Government owes much 
to the Cristian Literature Society, for 
ft includes schemes arid methods 
which were first advocated by the 
society's publications. When in the. 
old days of the prefectural examina- 
tions, ‘of missionaries 
































the examination halls, 
‘were imbibed and a powerful leaven 
‘was Introduced which resulted in the 
tbolition of the prevailing system 
and adoption of a new type of 
selection for office. ‘The new régime 
Fequired knowledge of other things 
than essay writing, and men began 
to realize the necessity for a broader 
culture that previously they had 
‘spurned with contempt 

‘The reputation of the Christian 
Literature Society was gained by its 
‘attention to subjects mainly dealing. 
with the problems of government 
‘and. nations) or civil ‘life. ‘The: 
publications had emphasized the 
Recessity of knowledge based on 
Christian principles, but the Chinese 








were to a large extent only interest 
ed in the acquisition of general 
‘knowledge and were not ‘deeply

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MEMORIES OF THE CLUB CONCORDIA 


Landmark to Disappear in Bank Building Scheme: 
Royal Visit Inspiration for Foundation i 


Another of Shanghai's best-remem- 
bered landmarks will disappear when 
the present building occupied by the 
Bank of China is torn down to make 
way for the city’s tallest skyseraper. 
Some there are who have wondered 
at the “gingerbread” appearance of 
the present edifice on the corner of 
Jinkee Road and “The Bund, but 
those are persons who never knew the 
sport of belonging to the Club Con- 
cordia which built the edifice in 1908 
to serve as the German club to whlch 
were bidden many prominent per- 
sonalities of all nations then resident 
in Shanghai. 

‘The history of the building 
itself is ‘rivalled only by. the 
tales Which are stored away 
in its members’ minds, for when 
the Club was built, it was almost a 
direct result of a royal visit. In 1901 
the German Club was occupying a 
site at the corner of Canton Road and 
‘Szechuen Road in an adapted and re- 
novated godown. . ‘The late Prince 
Henry of Prussia, brother of the 
former Kaiser of Germany, was due 
to visit the club during the evening 
when dismayed members discovered 
the celling of thelr godown ready to 
collapse, All was in readiness for a 
royal entertainment, and off rushed 
members of the committee for planks 
to buttress the threatening walls. 
‘That brought to a crux the question 
of a new bullding which was pre- 
ceipitated, and resulted in an inventory 
of a fund laid away in 1898, 

‘Then and Now 

‘The ‘Jinkee Estate was purchased 
with’ funds raised entirely with 
In the. membership of the 
German Club shortly. thereafter, and 
in 1003 Becker and Baedecker, who 
with elx competitors had submitted 
plans ‘for the proposed Club Con- 
Corda, began work on the new build. 
Ing, ‘The entire building, land, and 
farbishlngs ‘cost Ts. 65060, the 1M 
mow of land costing only ‘Tis. 115, 
000 at that time, ‘The land together 
with additional holdings of the Bank 
of China extending to Yuen Ming 
‘Yuen Road 1s valued at more than 
$2,000,000. 

From Germany came silver, china, 
lass ware ond all of the Club ‘Attings. 
‘To the delight of the whole mem- 
bership, everything was In readiness 
for a removal in February, 1907. The 
cornerstone had been laid with’ due 
ceremony by the German Consul 
General, Herr von Buri—every 
‘monogrammed. piece of china, and 
every, monogrammed plece of ‘lass 

‘was in its place. 

‘Two bowling” alleys were in 
readiness for a sport destined to be- 
‘come the most popular in the German 
community, and on its opening day, 
the Club Concordia was flung open 
for the inspection of all and suntry. 
Tt was the envy of all who saw it in 
those days, for its magnificence was 
reminiscent of all the luxury and com- 
forts then prevailing at home. More- 
over, the first automatic lift ever to 
be installed in Shanghai was in ope 
ton. Tt was later to cause more than 
‘one’ amusing incident in those club 
‘annals which are remembered, but 
seldom recorded. 

Bar and Fountain 

Along bar stretched invitingly 
across the building in the room front- 
ing the Bund, just behind the 
verandah which, for many years now, 
has drowsed barrenly under the sun, 
‘but which was once populated with 
members sipping liquid. refreshment 
and lazily watching life pass on the 
Bund and on the river. Groups of 
‘nationals were responsible for the 
various splendours that greeted the 
eye of whoever sought the coolness 
of Club Concordia in the summer, or 
its coziness in winter. A. billiard 
room and reading room provided in- 
terests on the ground floor. 

‘A fountain on the first floor was 
the gift of a group who could never 
foresee the ‘entertainment it was 
due to afford on those great ‘nights 
when the Masquerade Ball. brought 
all of Shanghai's important figures 
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to “the smartest event of the 
season, Dutch members con- 
celved the idea of presenting 


a reproduction of one of Van Dyke's 
‘masterpieces in blue and white les, 
‘and surprised thelr fellow club-mem- 
bers with it as a gift. ‘The huge 
marble stairease up which passed the 
great, the near-great and the would- 
Be-great was another gift, Tt wound 
up to the frst floor where were the 
ining rooms and the ballroom, besides 
2 brary of 13,000 books in French, 
English, Spanish and German, and 
into which women might not pass!— 
except at stated hours. 

‘The Club was made more attractive, 
too, by the broad band of green and

Dr. Wellington Koo on Aid 
from Britain 


Dr. Wellington Koo was the quest 
of honour on Tuesday (Dee, 18) in 
the Metropole Hotel of the Britisa 
Universities and School . Luncheon 
Club. There“ was an exceptionally 
Yarge attendance of ‘members and 
their friends, 

‘After the “usual enjoyable meal, 
Mr. 'T. K. ‘Tseng, who presided in 
the absence of Mr. Z, U. Kwaule, in- 
troduced Dr. Koo as’ one of China's 
‘most distinguished statesmen, Prob- 
ably, he said, there was no one in 
the ‘country who had served in #0 
many different and important posi. 
fons. Dr. Koo” tad been several 
mes Foreign Minister, had been 
Prime Minister, and had once been 
‘acting President of China. In addi- 
Won he had served his country in 
many forelgn capitals, notably Lon- 
don, Paris, Washington, and Geneva. 
He ‘considered the club fortunate in 
being able to persuade Dr. Koo to 
come and address them. 

‘That his remarks were. amply 
endorsed was proved by the applause 
which greeted Dr. Koo on bis rising 
to reply. Dr. Koo, however, deciared 
, that he felt’ a trite embarrassed by 
compliments the chairman tad 
ald him. He fett himself in some- 
what a similar situation to the man 
who was asked how bls father had 
dled by someone who did not know 
that his father had been hanged. 
‘That man had replied that his father 





publle function when the platform 
gave way. Dr. Koo felt that the 
luncheon ‘was a public function, He 
ld not expect the platform to give 
way, but he confessed lo feeling 
embarrassed all the same. 

Values of Contact 

He repudiated all thoughts ot 
ssiving a set speech, What he wished 
to do was to give his impressions of 
the value of meetings such as those 
of this club, which are rare, almost 
uuntque in a’ place lke Shanghal, Ho 
congratulated all members of | the 
club and expréssed the hope that 
the good which came out of such 
meetings between Britons and Chi- 
nese would not be lost. 

While he thad been tn London, ho 
went on, he had had the opportunity 
toe meet many most distinguished 
Britons and had been greatly im- 
pressed by them. He had studied 
British customs and literature; he 
had even been to a school where 
many of the teachers were English. 
‘Aa a result of what hhe had observed 

hE “Faw many” talte of similarity 








between the two  peoples—tralts 
which should draw “them closer 
together. 


‘Both peoples, he said, had an 
ingrained love of peace and order. 
In Britain ithis had taken the form 
of constitutional government, Tn 
China it had been different." ‘The 
Contucian doctrine emphasized the 
importance of ordered moral conduct. 
ta’ three prinelplos were obedience 
of the subject to the emperor; 
‘obedience of the son to the father: 
‘and obedience of the wife to the 
‘husband. China was In a transition 
stage from these three principles 
towards something more practical, 
and he felt that Britain, by assist- 
ing in many ways—in road building, 
rallways, and other things—could 
help China towards her goal. 

Similarities of Peoples 

“The British," he continued, “have 
been ealled a nation of shop-keepers, 
while we Chinese have been de- 
aeribed asa nation of wonderful 
tradors. There 1s no difference be- 
tween shop-keepers and traders; the 
qualities needed by both are’ the 

‘Very briefly he touched upon the 
history of relations between the two 
‘countries, from the days of coercion 

fon the one side and obstruction on 
the other to the present stage of 
wholehearted co-operation. 

“Graduates ot British universities 
and schools can be connecting links 
for the furtherance of this co- 
operation,” he sald; and went on to| 
emphasize the tmportance in this 
connection of clubs like the one| 
which had done him the honour of 
asking ‘him to be their guest. He 
closed on this note.

In many parts of South 
China crops may be grown twelva| 
months in the year. 

‘Honest, religious, co-operative, and 
extremely ‘conservative, the farmers 
of Kiangsl, Fukien, and a few other 
sections, have been reported as bein 
strong supporters of the Chiners 
Soviet. For a time it appeared as if 
this might be true, but recent events 
have proved that the people of there| 
rural ‘regions are glad to be back 
where they can breathe the alr of 
freedom under thelr own flag. ft 
now remains for government admin- 
fstrators to prove that this is real 
freedom and that the faith of the 
farmers is well founded in fact. The 
Chinese farmers know that peace and 
prosperity belong together, It ts this 
‘which makes them s0 ready to com- 
promise rather than to stand up for 
‘thelr rights. If a communist invasion 
offers them peace and prosperity they 
are willing to submit to the Invaders. 
It a return of the National forces 
promises justice, freedom, and a 
chance to {ill the flelds in peace then 
they will accept that too. ‘Theories 
and all manner of schemes for re- 
construction and the uplift of the 
farmers are very dear to the hearts 
of reformers and so called rebuilders 
of nations. ‘AS he) bends is back 
over his plough and whips up 
slow moving buffalo, the farmer says, 
“Gentlemen, give me peace.”

SIR VICTOR SASSOON 
ON SILVER 


Suggestion Made to Avert 
Crisis in China 

The following interview in connee- 
tion" with the. silver situation was 
granted to Reuter by Sir Vielor Sas- 
Soon: 

Sir Victor, on being asked his opin- 
fon as to how the. present serious 
sliver situation could ‘be dealt with, 
ald that he understood was now 
fappreciated in the United States that 
the rise in the value of the white 
metal would not beneft American 
rade with China, asthe stocks of 
silver available for shipment trom. the 
latter country are now comparatively 
small. ‘Therefore, imports into’ Chino 
depended on exports from China. "On 
the other hand, as the United States 
currency policy necessitated the 3- 
cumulation of” a large “amount ‘st 
silver, it was necessary for her 19 
‘make’ purchases “abroad.

In the course of an intecview grant 
Jed to the Press during his visit to 
‘Shanghai on Friday, Mr. Wang Ching-

SHANGHAI'S COST OF 
LIVING FALLING 


Food, Clothing Cheaper but 
Rents Higher than in 1926 


‘The cost of living in Shanghai is 
yoing down but, with dearer food, 
the cost of living for the working 
classes in this port is going up. In 
Tientsin, the cost of living of the 
working classes, is going down and 
480 also, the cost of living generally 
in Peking is going down. 

Food and clothing in Shanghal is 
much cheaper than elght years ago 
but ronts in this port have risen 
steadily and are 11.4 per cent, thigher 
than in 1926. ‘The trend, however, 
from the indices just published for 
November by the National Tari 
Commission, would appear to be to- 
wards the Ievel of prices in 1028,

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MEIJI BEAT SHANGHAI 19-11 IN CLOSE GAME 


Local Side Take Lead in Second Half But Last Ten 
Minutes Result in Defeat 


YTLY as a result of a bad last ten minutes, when nothing seemed 

to go right, the Shanghai Rugby Union Football Club on Saturday 
lost to Meiji University at the Canidrome by 19 points (two goals and 
three tries) to eleven (one goal, one penalty goal, and one try).

AIR TRAGEDY IN THE 
DESERT 


Seven Killed When Netherlands| 
Plane Crashes 


Baghdad, Dec. 21. 

‘Three passengers and 'four ‘mem~ 
hers of the crew of the fated 
Uiver, crack passenger plane of 
Netherlands Air Service, were killed 
when the ait-liner crashed on to the 
desert and burned somewhere be~ 
tween Gaza and Baghdad, according’ 
to word received from ‘the Royal 
‘Air Force planes which located the 
wreck of the Douglas luxury liner 
to-day. 

‘The machine, of which nothing 
had been heard for more than 20 
hours, was found burnt to cinders 
today by Royal Air Force ‘planes in 
the desert ten miles south of Rutbah.

It {s surmised that the air liner 
was struck by lightning shortly after 
emitting a signal at 230 yesterday 
‘morning asking for its position when 
near Rutbah Wells.

It is pointed out that this is the 
first serious accident suffered by the 
Royal Dutch Line for many years, 
but this does not hide the fact that 
national pride has been wounded.

Mr. Quo Tai-chi on Needs 
for Understanding 


London, Dee. 17. 

Replying to the President, Sir 
George MacDonogh, at a banquet held 
to-night by the China Association, Mr.

‘The rickshaw surely has the 
laugh of the hansom-cab, patented 
this day one hundred years ago 
by Joseph Aloysius Hansom of 
York. The rickshaw still plies for 
hire in many an eastern city. The 
hansom, after a brilliant eareer— 
Disraeli makes Lothair eall it the 
gondola of London and that was 
written in 1870—went out lke a 
snuffed candle before the advance 
of the taxi-cab somewhere ‘about 
the time of the Great War. Now, 
atter the theatres have closed, it 
is possible that, through Leicester 
Square and down Piccadilly, there 
will pass a smart ghost. of the 
‘once popular vehicle. ‘The 
phantom is real but its appearance 
is merely due to an astute appre- 
ciation of the proft to be made 
Out of rantiment at that time of 
night, 


Taxicabs came into London in 
1007; ten years earlier Queen Vie~ 
toria had ‘celebrated her Diamond 
Jubilee and if anyone then had 
threatened the hansom with ex- 
tinction in fitteen years, the very 
“growlers” who hated’ hansoms 
would have scoffed as at some 
wild story too good to be true, 
‘Yet there it was: the maroon 
taxicabs began gingerly. ‘They 
seemed to be so exotic. ‘The han- 
fom even then had such a 
superiority that the selection of a 
“growler” from the rank still 
savoured of a mild sentimentalism 
making a protest against the in- 
roads of the modern contraption 
invented by Joseph Hansom, 
Hansom, by the way, sold his 
patent for £10,000 but he never 
touched the money for the com- 
pany acquiring the rights never 
got over its financial dimculties. 
‘The hansom, eventually put on the 
London streots, differed from the 
original in many respects. Han- 
som had not at first provided that 
seat for the driver in the back. 
Only the suspended axle and the 
large wheels remained trom his 
original design. 





For a long time the hansom was 
frowned upon by respectability. 
‘Young men felt very dashing when 
they sped along in the two-wheel- 
ed vehicle. Young women who used 
hansoms were considered a trifle 
‘fast” in the naughty nineties. 
But, before the conquering motor- 
car arrived, the hansom had over- 
come most prejudices and engaged 
couple permitted to 
of the special privileges 
which It accorded. They were 
fortunately unaware of the pri- 
vileges which the drivers often 
took on thelr account. ‘The conf- 
dential smirk which came from the 
dicky to the amused newsvendor 
on the kerb as the hansom dash- 
ed by with Edwin and Angelina 
safely buttoned in by its double 
apron was a familiar streak of 
humour in London streets. 
Dickens perceived the Parlia- 
‘mentary uses of the hansom when 
he expeditiously sent Veneering to 
Westminster for the enlightened 
electors of Pocket Breache: 
Veneering then says to Mrs, 
Veneering, "We must. work,” and 
throws himself into a Hansom 
cab... Mrs, Veneering...orders out 
the carriage,

Commons?”

‘Majesty's reign it still held tts 
‘own. Indeed, it did not fade away 
like ‘the Old ‘Soldier. It seemed to. 
be blotted out in one night as it 
were by the mechanical vehicle. 
‘The hansom drivers were wise in 
their generation. After they 
found that their mocking and 
|islewle ‘bruised the taxicabs in 
vain, they took steps to learn to 
manipulate gears and brakes. 
Their unequalled Knowledge of 
the three-miles radius and beyond 
was their big asset. They carried 
it to the taxicab, so that at least 
one of their traditions remained. 
‘The taximeter itself was originally 
intended for the hansom, but its 
coming coincided with that of the 
‘motor-car so the incongruous as- 
‘sociation of the Scotsman’s palpi- 
tator with the horse is almost for- 
gotten. 

The taxi, with all its oficlency 
‘and adaptability, can never quite 
take the place of the hansom in 
‘the Londoner's affections. Let a 
‘London historian speak with the 
voice of Mr. J. B. Booth; 

It is one of those rarest of all 
days—a perfect London June, and 
as the hansom swings down the 
Haymarket the alr is like cham- 
Page. The sun gleams and 
glances on the glossy skins of the 
horses; the brass-work of the 
‘harness reflects a myriad sparks of 
fire; the ‘brisk clatter of hoofs, the 
Single of hansom bells, the deep,’ soft 
Tumble of innumerable wheels, the 
pulsing stream of flesh and. blood, 
human and equine—this is London 
London, the only city in the 
‘world. z 


‘The hansom slipped easily inte 
Uterature. “The Mystery of 5 
‘Hansom Cab” was a Victorian 
ancestor of the modern thriller. 
Sherlock Holmes familiarized 
readers of the “Strand Magazine” 
with the hansom and Lewis Cai 
roll’s White Knight sa é 

“T sometimes dig for butter rolls, 

Or set limed twigs for crabs: 
T sometimes search the grassy 
Knolls 
For wheels of Hansom-cabs. 
‘And that's the way" (he gave a 
‘wink) 
“By which I get my wealth— 
‘And very gladly will T drink 
‘Your Honour's noble health”. 

Racing men were constantly told 
that the scraggy animal in the| 
shafts had been a notable per- 
former on the turf. Hansom cab- 
men affected an intimate know- 
ledge of training secrets. The 
obliging “fare”, who was generous. 
with his tip, was rewarded with a 
tip of another kind. Whether he 
was able to profit 
another matter. Between the 
“growler”, or old four-wheeler and 
the hansom there was a deadly 
feud. The two had the honour 
‘of sharing the curious word “fly” 
‘which came to be applied to them 
indiseriminately. 

“The “fly” was’ not purely a 
London vehicle. It often was the 
name given to that quaint convey- 
ance which the. local _hostelry 
maintained for meeting the train 
at the railway station in some 
small provincial town. ‘The :vord| 
was intended to imply speed in 
Iocomotion and actually the first 
“ly” was a light -vehicle intro- 
duced at Brighton in 1816—Iong 
before Hansom designed his cab— 
‘and drawn by men. To digress a 
little, it may be added that “fly” 
jwas nautical in origin. The flat- 
bottomed boats used in Holland on 
the Vlie in the sixteenth century 
were called “Vlie-boats". ‘This 
inspired the wags to apply the 
term to certain small war-vessels, 
Later the fast-sailing coastal boats 
were called flyboats. In the 
eighteenth century its use was ex- 
tended to cover the Shetland fsh- 
ing buss and in the nineteenth 
century flyboat meant a canal ex- 
press flat-bottomed boat or a ship's 
boat, according to need. So, al- 
though speed entered into the 
idea of the “fly”, the notion of 
ight was not in the minds of the 
originators of the term. 

Hansom lives in the dictionary 
‘on account of his cab; he. actually 
was an architect of ‘some merit.

Bacon said “I have taken all 
knowledge for my province.” In 
speaking of this work by Professor 
‘Toynbee one had best quote the 
statement of the publisher that it is 
‘an attempt to relate the whole of 
human history to certain philosaphi- 
eal principles which can be deduced 
from the facts." ‘The publishers 
compare the work in scope with Sir 
James Frazer's Golden Bough, a 
work of twelve volumes. Mr, Toyn- 
‘bee goes beyond Sir James however, 
for his work when completed will 
somprise thirteen volumes. To this 
plan the reviewer, if it be not im- 
pertinent, would venture a sugges 
tion, Sir James Frazer found it 
convenient to issue a one-volume 
edition to his work, condensed and 
without footnotes. ‘Could not Mr. 
‘Toynbee strike a happy balance be- 
tween the two alternatives this fact 
implies? 

This work falls into the class of 
philosophies of history, for as was 
remarked by Hegel the philosophy 
of history is only the thoughtful 
study of it. ‘Time has made more 
evident the weak points in Hegel 
philosophy of history, even though 
Marx with his doctrine of economic 
determination and Spengler with his 
iological thesis, both show their 
apprenticeship fo Hegel while they 
eject him, If Mr. Toynbee is to be 
‘elassifled one must put him into the 
class of geographer-historians. But 
that his ideas are carried far beyond 
this limitation goes without sayin 

Briefly, his theme is that eivili 
tion is a resultant of challenge and 
response. Man's environment must 
be such as to present difficulties. 
His energy must be such as to rise 
‘superior to them. Let but the energy 
‘be relaxed and nature will return 
to her own, swallowing up in jungle 
growth or desert the records of past 
achievement, For history is full of 
reverses of fortune. Writing these 
Unes, the reviewer is reminded how 
effectively Shelley expressed thle 
thought:

‘Survey mankind, from China to Pert 
Not only in space, but also in time, 
lies the broad feld of inquiry in 
this study. Egypt, Sumer, the Hit.

‘Yucatan, Arabia, all yisid their ex- 
tamples "and analogies. A modern 

Briton, American, Chinese, Japanese, 
Européan, will find himself walking 
side by side with the citizens | of 
bygone civilizations, and always the 
possibitity is implicit, 

‘To this complexion shalt thou come. 
But there is never Spengler's dedant 
fatalist reading of Destiny; always 
the thought is present that where 
there is numan will a way will be 
found. ‘The comparison with Speng- 
ler is hard to avold, for in no two 
works of our time has the fleld of 
history been 30 exhaustively treated, 
with so much wealth of detailed 
imterpretation. But Spengler is a 
writer with a ease to prove; he is 
scornful of all who will not ‘accept 
his doctrine of the inevitability of 
‘Caesarism in this generation. Toyn- 
‘bee's conclusions are mot forced 
upon one with this tragic bow- 
beating deflance. They are hypothe 
sem, revexamined in the light of the 
facis. from which they are induced, 
‘As might be expected trom an Eng 
lishman there is a liberalism, a be- 
et in a future that does not de. 
mand catastrophe as its price; that 
eaves room for an idealism that 
ean go beyond one’s nation and race. 
Which is the truer world view? Let 
the interested reader study’ these 
three volumes and the will find in~ 
finite variety of material from which 
to draw his conclusions. For as may 
be sald of Boswell's Johnson, one 
may pick these volumes up at any 
age and find immediate stimulus. 

‘A review can hardly do justice to 
the multitude of by-paths, the facts, 
Interpretations, opinions Brought. to- 
gether in these volumes. Many of 
these have had to be put by. the 
‘author into “annexes” at the end of 
ach volume; and it should be sald 
that of a total of 1,316 pages of text 
in the three volumes there are 283 
pages given ‘to these "anntxes.” 
‘The index, at the end of the third 
volume, consists of 60 pages, ad~ 
mirably explanatory. Thare are 
copious quotations trom authorities 
fn all felds, and footnotes that 
ways repay’ reading. ‘The style of 
the book 1s easy, and no fact 40 
small but is made to give forth its 
meaning. These volumes will prove 
indispensable for the shelves of any 
good historical library, and they will 
rove valuable for any person who 
likes a good book for what the 
genial Lucian called “a winter's 
evening when the nights are long.” 

‘One wishes for an ultimate unity 
in so large an undertaking of the 
intellect. Does Professor Toynbee 
provide. a larger synthesis? The 
‘merit of Hegel's interpretation of 
history lay in his confidence in an 
ultimate goal, that of the free human 
spirit; the quality, ke the quality 
of mercy, in which “man is likest 
God.” So, too, must one respect, the 
Promethean courage with which 
Spengler affirms his cult of force in 
‘a world which he finds devoid of all 
other values so far_as effectiveness 
is concerned. We have remarked 
that Professor Toynbee's conclusions 
are tentative in quality, stated with 
persuasive reasonableness. For his 
Targer synthesis we shall have to 
walt for the volumes that are to 
follow. In the third of these 
volumes we share in his observation 
of the process by which civilizations 
‘grow, with their alternating rhythm 
‘of energy in thought and energy in| 
‘action. The succeeding volumes will 
‘be concerned with the breakdowns 
of civilizations, with universal. states 
‘and universal ‘churches, with heroic 
‘ages, contacts in space and time, 
yt in the histories of clvilza- 
tions, the prospects of the western 
elvilization, and the inspirations of 
the historians. As to the number 
‘of volumes contemplated the re- 
viewer has already been bold to 
make a suggestion.

Scrmen Proonss A Quarterly Review of 
‘Selentife Tought, Work and ital,

‘The current number of this ex- 
cellent quarterly is of more than 
usual ‘interes; to the chemist, al- 
though it containg accounts also of| 
the more “imporlant advances in 
many other branches of sclence. 

Dr. Feather's article, "1992 and| 
After," explains exactly how the| 
theory of ‘protons ‘and electrons as 
the structural unite of atomic nuclei 
hhas come to be abandoned in favour 
of protons and neutrons. Before 1930, 
‘experiments on the disintegration of 
the nuclei of light elements, such as 
boron “and aluminium, had been 
carried out by bombarding the nuclet 
jn question with a-particles. ‘The re- 
sult was thelr disintegration with the 
formation of protons and the emis- 
sion of y-rays. ‘The rays emitted, 
however, "showed remarkable pene 
ting, Powers, and further experi 
ments between’ 1930 and 1992 lea. to| 
the suggestion that a particle, rather 
than a-quantum of energy, was in- 
volved. ‘This particle which carried 
no electrical charge was called by 
Chadwick a “neutron” and its. exis-| 
tence confirmed by. further experi 
ments. Very soon it was generally | 
‘accepted as a component of nuclear 
structure, 

From i982 until the present time, 
bombarding experiments have been| 
carried out not only with. q-particles| 
8 projectiles but also with protons 
and neutrons, more suitable because 
the one carries only half the charge 
of the a-particle while the other 
carries no charge at all and hence| 
suffers no electrical repulsion from| 
the nucleus approached, These 
periments have shown the” 
stability of the complex nuelel re 
sulting from disintegration and also, 
furnished evidence of the - brief 
‘existence of the positive electron.
